per ton and horses, cattle, hogs and 
sheep, were commanding correspond- 
ingly profitable prices, it may easily be 
understood that a lower standard of 
farming would afford living profits and be 
accepted as more profl table than when the 
same farm products would not bring in 
the markets within fifty per cent, of the 
above prices. 


The piincipal of one of our Female 


Colleges a short time a^o, in presenting 
the claims of the institution, said that 
their graduating class was necessarily 
small on account of the high standard of 
learning demanding by the institution 
of its graduates.

There are some farmers to be found 


who have come up to the standard, 
some who through the trying times ol 
the past ten years have been prosperous. 
Some of them in spite of all obstacles 
have been exceedingly so. I know farm- 
ers whom I could name, whom you know 
and respect, who have made money 
right along, who have improved their 
farms, whose buildings, fences, agricul- 
tural implements and animals are in ex- 
cellent condition, everything connected 
with the farms and farming operations 
gives evidence of thrift, and their busi- 
ness transactions and favorable bank 
balances 
bear testimony 
that they 


are the successful farmers of to-day. 


I Hod them not only in Adams county, 


but I have found them in other counties 


debtednpss, or 1st of April dues, but the 
successful farmer of to-day has learned 
to save and accumulate funds from the 
different smaller incomes of stock, dairy 
and poultry yards. He never allows Ins 
bills for machinery, fertilizers, etc., to 
run over from year to year until they be- 
come so large or numerous that ft re- 
quires the whole income of a year or 
more to pay them, but he pays them 
promptly cash, or year by year, and buys 
only such tilings and so much of them as 
he is reasonably sure will pay in increas- 
ed crops or saving of labor. 


He never buys implements which he is 


not in actual need of and which he has 
not room to protect from the weather. 
When he buys fertilizers he does not de- 
pend on them to produce an increased 
crop with careless, slipshod farming, but 
he supplements their use with the most 
thorough cultivation possible to bestow 
upon the crop, and is usually rewarded 
by a full and paying harvest. There is 
much more in careful, vigilant activity 
on the farm than many appear to appre- 
ciate or are willing to admit. 


The care of farm stock, without which 


no farmer can hope to get on, or make a 
living, is an exceedingly important mat- 
ter. They must be carefully housed in 
winter and well and carefully fed. Hay 
must be made in proper season, well 
matured but not allowed to remain in 
the field un-raked or uu-heaped until it 
is parched and bleached and a large per- 
centage of its feeding value lost. The 
fodder crop, an important item of in- 
come, must be carefully gathered and 
stored. It is discouraging and pitiful to 
see the waste of this valuable feed per- 
mitted by many farmers. Fodder stand- 
ing or scattered over the fields all through 
tbe winter months wasting, while the 
stock of tbose who permit this waste are 
usually seen in the barn yard in all kinds 
of weather, drawn up on a heap, poor 
and sbivering, fit subjects for disease, 
which sooner or later overtakes them.

The Treaty With .Japan. 


It is to be regretted that the United 


States has permitted another power to 
be the first to release Japan fiom the 
bondage by treaty which for nearly 
thirty years has held her fast. 


England, after having been for two 


decades the chief opponent of treaty 
revision, urged on at last by jealousy of 
Russia, which country has of late been 
ominously interested in affairs Japanese, 
has hastily concluded a treaty which 
practically yields to Japan all that for 
which slie has so many years earnestly 
contended. 


Consular jurisdiction is to be abolish- 


ed in five years, and Japan secures, after 
twelve years have elapsed, the right to 
establish her own customs dues, and to 
prohibit vessels not Hying her Hag from 
entering her coasting trade. Sue also 
secures an increase in revenue from im- 
ports providing for millions of dollars, 
as a new tariff schedule is provided for, 
which is to go into operation one month 
after the exchange of ratifications. The 
right to buy land, which has been such 
a bugaboo to the Japanese people, is not 
conceded. British subjects are permit- 
ted to live and to trade in any part of 
the country, but they can only rent land 
in perpetuity. 


There are sixteen 
powers having 


treaties nitb Japan, and all of these will 
doubtless now follow the lead England 
Las set for them.—Harper's Weekly. 


Boarding: Moving Trains. 


Early in the present week a well- 


known resident of a neighboring com- 
monwealth lost his life while endeavor- 
ing to board a moving train. It was his 
custom to jump oa tbe train every morn- 
ing in order to get a seat. The conduct- 
or of the train had repeatedly warned 
him of the danger be incurred by his 
rashness, but no attention was paid to 
the warnings. Falling under the wheels, 
the unfortunate man was almost instant- 
ly killed. 


This man was not a stripling, fresh 


from college, and imbued with juvenile 
admiration for recklessness. 
He was 


not a lunatic. He was not a drunkard. 
He was not weary of life. He was a 
man past forty, and the possessor of re- 
markable business aptitude. The posi- 
tion he held and the wealth he had ac- 
quired indicate that his mental faculties 
must have been decidely above the aver- 
age. Yet a man who had brains enough 
to become a millionaire had not the or- 
dinary prudence which might have been 
expected in a child of ten years. It is a 
striking fact that he had from boyhood 
been connected with street railways. 
He must have been familiar with cases 
of prudence or foolhardiness. He mnst 
have known of many instances wherein 
people were injured or killed by leaping 
on board swiftly-moving cars. Never- 
theless, he persisted in an act of folly 
until he paid the death penalty. 


So doubt the dea h of one so well 


known will become a shock to his fellow- 
townsmen. It is not likely, however, 
that his fate will teach others wisdom. 
Men who reflect on questions of business 
policy, men who can unravel a knotty 
legal argument will jump on board mov- 
ing trains, or will attempt to do so, and 
fall under the wheels. The man wbo is 
bent on leading a criminal life will do so 
even though he see the gallow at every 
cross-roads. The1 man who is bent on 
imperiling himself will do so, even 
though he has seen a fellow-creature 
ground into fragments on the rails.—

questions you need but observe them, 
watch their every careful movement, 
their strict attention to their business, 
their industry, their thoroughness in 
everything they do; a place for every- 
thing, and everything in its proper 
place. There are many things entering 
into the details of farming which would 
be impossible to give here e'ven if time 
and space would permit, and which 
every farmer must work out for himself. 
To be a^siiccessful farmer one must de- 
vote his whole time, his energy, Ids 
brain as well as his muscle to the work. 
I have no sympathy or patience with 
those who look upon the pursuit, the 
trade, the science of agriculture as an 
occupation which any one of small and 
trifling intellect can successfully engage 
in. Let the simpleton, the idiot, the 
sluggard, engage in it if he will, but his 
failure is a foregone conclusion and only 
a question of time. 


To be a successful farmer one need 


not necessarily be a man of letters, not 
even a College graduate. He should 
have a fair education, he ought to know 
something about practical chemistry, but 
he miwi have good and strong common 
sense. He must be a man of foresight, 
must be prudent, level headed, indus- 
trious and of economical habits. To be 
successful he must imitate the great 
general who has all his plans for the 
campaign well laid out and matured, 
and he must possess the ability to carry 
out or have carried out at the proper 
times all the details necessary to the suc- 
cess of the campaign. He must know 
exactly what he wants done and how it 
is to be done before he undertakes to 
give orders. He has the sympathy and 
good will of his employees, and receives 
an honest day's labor for a fair day's 
wages every day in the year. He can 
not afford to have careless or sluggish 
help about him, everything about thp 
farm is kept in good repair. 


To be successful it is necessary to be 


able to discrinvnate, to a certain extent 
at least, between paying and unpaying 
crops, between selling the grain and hay, 
or feeding it on the farm. For the past 
few years the successful farmer has fed 
most of his wheat, because the market 
price did not justify the sale of it. By 
feeding to hogs, poultry, the dairy, he 
has been able to realize profits from it. 
He has increased his acreage in corn 
raising, and improved his cultivation of 
the same, because he has found the feed- 
ing value of an acre of corn to be great- 
er than that of an acre of wheat, while at 
market prices it has yielded about one 
hundred per cent, more than wheat. 


While he has increased his acreage in 


corn,-in potatoes, and other spring crops, 
and given more attention to the hay 


1 crop, he has made up the slight reduction 
' in the acreage of wheat sown by more 
thorough farming and fertilizing, and 
hence a large yield of both wheat and 
straw per acre. 


The successful farmer, with an eye 


keen to business, has in tbe past few 


bewails his loss ("bad luck" as lie usual- 
ly calls it), to his more prosperous neigh- 
bor, as animal after animal sickens and 
dies, or the flow of milk ceases. 


Another noticeable mistake which the 


sucsesstul farmer does not permit is the 
running of his stock over grass fields 
whon they are soft from falling rains, 
tramping the life out of the land as well 
as the closely pastured sward. Especial- 
ly is this noticeable at this season of the 
year, the careless farmer permitting his 
stock to range over the whole farm, bars 
and fences Jaying down, sheep, hogs, 
horses and cattle ranging at tueir sweet 
will through meadow, low and high land 
alike. 
' 


The successful farmer keeps his stock 


just where he wants them, in the stable 
or on dry land, or old pastures during 
wet weather. He supplies them with 
cured feed as the fall frosts diminish the 
food value of the pastures. 


He never allows his stock to lose flesh 


in the fall months and go into winter 
quarters on dry feed thin in flesh. The 
successful farmer, like any other success- 
ful man in his business or profession, is 
the brainy, active, vigilant man, wbo 
overcomes all obstacles, who recognizes 
no such thing as failure, bowing only to 
the will and direction of his Creator, 
serving his community in the enviable 
position o£ an honest, upright, public- 
spirited citizen, exerting his influence 
for good, and using his ballot at every 
opportunity for the advancement of men 
and measures best calculated to protect 
and advance the interests of the com- 
munity, and for the honor and glory of 
his God and Country.

Power From the Sin-qurhanna. 


The Westminster .Idnt.ite sars : 
A company has beea incorporated for 


the purpose of utilizing tbe waters of tb,> 
^usqueharma river to pro\ide electric • 
power for manufacturing and other plants 
in Baltimore. The plan is to locate an 
extensive electric plant on the shores of 
the Suxjueh:mna, near Conowingo, which 
is some miles above Port Deposit, and 
only 35 miles in an air line from Balti- 
more, from which power will be transmit- 
ted by overhead wires 'lirect to Baltimore 
taking in the town of Belair on the way, 
and mostly running along the county 
roads. About a mile and a-half of land 
along the Susquehanna has already been 
purchased, at one of the best vintage 
points on tile river— a sufficiency, it Is 
deemed, for tbe present purposes of the 
company— and negotiations are in prog- 
ress with parties in Pittsburg for the 
necessary machinery. It is understood 
that some 45 feet fall of water can be se- 
cured and the power can be run up f> 
100,000 horse power, if required. It is 
estimated that the plant, to give at least 
">,000 horse power, will require an outlay 
of about $2,000,000. It is not the mten- 
tion, it is understood, to compete for 
street lighting, but lo supply power foe 
manufacturing purposes onlv.

The last two great elections—that o 


1392 and the last—have demonstrated 
the one fact, among others, that thi 
people, not only the politicians, are 
thinking of political affairs.

THE ISSITK OF BONDS. 


It is expected, and hoped, that the 


message of President Cleveland will dea 
largely with our financial situation. Thi 
government of the United states is virtu 
ally bankrupt owin_' to inefficient linan 
ceering. It has been paying out more 
than it received. 


While the JIcKinley bill was a high 


protection measure, the income from ii 
has been so small as to place the govern 
ment in such a condition that the raising 
of money by the issue of bonds becomes 
a necessity. 


As long as there was plenty of gold in 


the treasury it was an easy matter for 
the Government to settle its obligations 
But since tl* tariff revision of 1890, cutr 
ting off revenue, and the concurrent 
legislation, adding largely to the sum o; 
fixed expenditure, the drain upon the 
treasury gold occasioned by either home 
or foreign exigency has been a source of 
grave anxiety 
and 
embarrassment 


There is no means of replenishing the 
Government's supply other than by a 
loan. Payments into the treasury are 
made in legal-tender paper money, at 
the option of debtors, while the gold in 
hand is always subject to call for the re- 
demption of outstanding notes. 
The 


fiscal system is, in f^ct, so contrived as 
to deprive the Government of permanent 
relief. 


The tariff bill which imposes the high- 


est tariff rates should naturally bring in 
the larcest revenue, but such is not the 
fact. Under the provisions of the Mc- 
Kinley bill the treasury has been unable, 
at times, to paycurrentexpenses. Herein 
is shown plainly the intent of the Re- 
publican measure. Under it, from sugars 
for instance, nothing was paid into the 
treasury, while the late tariff bill brings 
to the government from that source 
M3,000,0no. 
The explanation is that 


the Republican bill was passed for pri 
vate interests to the loss of public in 
terests as the existing circumstances in- 
dicate. 


A condition such as this is naturally 


alarming to the people and the issue of 
bonds is not looked upon with favor, yet 
it seems to be the only way out of the 
difficulty. Doubtless the new issue is 
made very unwillingly by the administra- 
tion. A conviction, however, that the 
situation demands an increase of the gold 
reserve, in the interest of the mainte- 
nance of all our forms of money forces 
the taking of a step which can be justi 
fied only by extreme expediency. 


THE WHEAT PRICK. 


Within the last few days wheat has 


advanced from 3 to S cents per bushel. 
In our own market 60 cents is now being 
offered, an advance of 3* over the lowest 
prices recently reached. The Xew York 
market has advanced 4i over lowest 
prices. The controlling circumstances 
seem to be the enormous homeconsump. 
tion in this country and the small crop 
in foreign countries. The amount of 
wheat consumed where it is raised is 
astonishing, considering the fact that the 
feeding of wheai to slock is a compara- 
tively new thing. It may be observed 
in our OWE county that very fo» farmers 
are selling wheat and those who do, sell 
only as much as their circumstances re- 
quire. Wheat is estimated to be worth 
from 60 to 65 cents in feeding vnlue. 
This home consumption seems to be a 
very considerable factor in causing 
scarcity and consequent advance in price 
Competent statisticians estimate that 
the use of wheat for auimal food from 
the crop of 1894 will amount to not less 
than 75,000,000 bushels. 


The short crop of corn and potatoes 


will have Ihe effect of maiutaiuing the 
tendency especially in the West to en- 
large the consumption cf wheat for cat- 
tle and hog feeding, unless prices shall 
be unreasonably advanced. 


So long, however, as selling prices are 


not so high as feeding values, farmers 
will not likely sell, so that a further ad- 
vance must be made before this local 
consumption will be lessened. Indica- 
tions point to a further advance. 


II1IKKAL PATRIOTISM.

between veterans of the Blue and the 
Gray which made the recent Grand 
Army Eucampmeut at Pittsburg go 
memorable had its counterpart on Fri- 
day night Oi week) in the hall of Lee 
Camp of Confederate Veterans at Rich- 
mond, Va., when Ihe veterans of the 
Fifteenth Connecticut Begiment were 
entertained as guests. These ev dences 
of goodfellowsbip on the part of the 
heroes of the great straggle will touch 
the better natures of all men in whom 
the love of country is a livingsentiment; 
•nd it ought to shame into silence the 
loud-mouthed demagogues who are still 
taking the dead embers of the war in toe 
hope of finding a few warm coals that 
might lerve as partisan fuel.—PAi'it.

THE NEW SCHOOL-BOOM. 


Owing to a large increase in the at- 


tendance of the public schools the Board 
of Directors have wisely concluded to 
open another room, if a suitable place 
can be gotten. In this move they con- 
sider not only the convenience but like- 
wise the health of pupils. In a number 
of the rooms the seating capacity is not 
sufficient for the scholars, three of them 
being crowded, in some cases, into a 
seat intended for two. The 3d Primary 
room has a seating capacity of 56, with 
68 scholars enrolled. The 1st Intermedi- 
ate has a capacity of 50, nithan enroll- 
ment of 69. This is the condition in a 
number of other departments. 
The 


whole number of scholars enrolled is 


422. 


Overcrowding is productive not only 


of inconvenience to teacher and scholar, 
but may cause very serious consequences. 
The atmosphere in such a room cannot 
be conducive to good health or profita- 
ble study. This move, therefore, of the 
Directors we take to be a very wise one. 


Further than this, no one teacher can 


properly manage, without teachiug, a 
school of C9 pupils, and it is but just to 
teacher, scholar and parent that a suita- 
ble change should be made. 


The various and great improvements 


in this institution in the last few years, 
due, many of them to the suggestions 
and efforts of the principal, have likely 
been the occasion of this new necessity 
for greater accommodations. This is an 
institution which should be kept up to 
such a standard that parents need not 
fear to send their children to it for in- 
struction in books or morals. 


The management is to be commended 


in this new move, as also for their efforts 
in the direction of a better accommoda- 
tion generally. 


BETTER PAY FOB TEACHERS. 


The Philadelphia Record says: The 


women who are teaching' in the public 
schools in Philadelphia are asking for 
more wages. They should,'not !ask in 
vain. As a rule, they have especially 
fitted themselves for the profession they 
follow. The school-m'am of the olden 
time, almost as unlettered as the cliil 
dren she essayed to teach, is only a remi- 
niscence. The woman whose best bouts 
are spent with fitly or sixty children, not 
as their high-chaired tyrant, but as thei: 
earnest, enthusiastic wtll-wislier—the 
woman whose lessons require careful 
preparation, and who makes every pupil 
her daily study—the woman who has so 
much to do with our future citizens- 
nan no longer be measured by the stand 
ard of former attainment. Years of her 
life have been given in making herself 
ready for her work. Should her request 
be passed over unheeded, it would be a 
crying shame and a dishonor to the city 
to whose children she gives her time and 
service. Until justice shall have been 
done to the women, who are the hardest 
workers in their profession, further ad- 
vances in tne salaries paid for higher but 
less laborious service would only add to 
the weight of injustice. Equal pay for 
equal work is a rule whieli should be 
lived up to without regard to sex, color 
or condition.

Thurman. of Ohio, who was on the Pres- 
idential ticket with Grover Cleveland in 
1888, celebrated the eighty-first anni- 
versary of his birthday on the 33th inst., 
at his home, in Columbus, Ohio. Among 
the callers on the "Old Roman" were 
the members of the Thurmau Club of 
the city, and to them the venerable 
statesman spoke hopefully of the future 
of the Democratic party.

CONFEDERATES MARKING 


POSITIONS. 


Loulalana the First to Send a Comn.ls.lon 


As reported in our last, the Louisiana 


Commission, to locate positions of their 
troops on this battlefield, arrived on Wed 
nesday, the party being composed o 
Eugene Levy, And. Hero, David Zable 
H. H. Ward, A. M. levy and C. L. C 
Dnpuy, and quartering at the Eagle 
Col. Bachelder and Major Bobbins, of thi 
Government Commission, the same after 
noon with the visitors, started on a tour 
of the Field, covering not only the posi- 
tions of the commands they represented 
but the general movements of both 
armies. Col. Nicholson of the Commis 
sion -was also with them during part of 
their visit. 


Louisiana had in this engagement 10 


regiments, 5 each in Hays' and Nichols 
brigades, besides 7 batteries. In locating 
their positions the party drove out the 
Harrisburg road and a veteran of Green's 
battery, Louisiana Guard artillery, quickly 
recognized their position on the edge of 
strip of woods on the southeast side of the 
road, beyond the Bender farm. This ele- 
vated site enabled the party to recognize 
the ground occupied by the troops o 
Hays' brigade of infantry and Jones' bat- 
talion of artillery. Two of the rifled can- 
non of Green's battery were added to 


Gen. 
Wade Hampton's cavalry and par- 


ticipated in the battle near Hunterstown 
and also in the cavalry fight on the Rum- 
rnel farm. The infantry brigade of Hays 
supported and followed Gen. Gordon's 
brigade and formed on East Middle street, 
connecting with Hoke's brigade, which 
extended to the Gulp buildings. On the 
night of the 2d Hays' brigade moved oui 
of town and attacked the remnant of Bar- 
low's division on East Cemetery Hill. 


The party drove out Baltimore street, 


and along the Winebrenner lane, where a 
representive of Hays' brigade 
recog- 


nized the point where the 7th Louisiana 
infantry crossed the lane, south of where 
the 75th Ohio infantry monument now 
stands. One of the party reached the 
Ricketts guns and engaged in the hand-to- 
hand contest over these guns. 


In order to locate the iVichols brigade 


regiments the party drove out the Bon- 
neauville road to the old Daniel Lady 
farm, where Gen. Lee spent the night o! 
July 1st, 1863. Col. Zable, who com- 
manded the 14th infantry, represented 
the brigade, and showed how they passed 
over the Christian Benner farm, crossed 
Rock creek and took position on the 
slope of Gulp's Hill, about 150 feet below 
where the OGth Ohio monument stands, 
recognizing the position by the rocks. 
They were in the engagements of the 
night of tbe ?d and morning of the 3d 
the above tours occupying Wednesday 
and Thursday. 


On Friday the party visited the first 


day's operations, where Col. Levy des- 
cribed tbe movements of Maurin's battery 
of the Donaldson artillery. They drove 
out the Chambersburg pike and piacec 
the stake 300 yards south of Herr's tavern, 
on the crest of the ridge, where they re- 
lieved one of the batteries of Pegram's bat- 
talion. They then drove to the lane back 
of the Theo. Seminary and turned to the 
right, passing the old Shultz property, 
and marked positions of 2d and 3d days 
in the open field in front of and a little 
to the north of Miss Maria Shultz'a cot- 
tage. 


The positions of Miller's battery, ol 


Eahelrnan's New Orleans battalion, Wash- 
ington artillery, were next visited. This 
battery moved along the Eidge and biv- 
ouacked in the field in rear of Henry 
Spangler's woods. During the night they 
moved to the Emmitsburg road with the 
other three batteries of the battalion. 
They went into position in Sherfy's or- 
chard, east of the barn, 100 yards from 
the Emmitsburg road, the line of batteries 
extending across the Emmitsburg road at 
the Smith place, and continuing to and 
beyond the Rogers house. This is the 
line of artillery which carried on the Con- 
federate part of that terrific cannonading 
which preluded the Pickett charge, the two 
gunswhich opened it being undercoinmand 
of Lieut. And. Hero, and located in the 
iherfy orchard. 


During their visit, which lasted until 


.Saturday evening, the visitors were shown 
the new avenue being built along the Con- 
federate line and expressed their admira- 
tion of the work. 


Col. 
Bachelder has for years been advo- 


cating the marking of both lines of battle 
and through his efforts this first move in 
that direction has been made. It is the 
confident expectation that others of the 
Confederate states will follow and thus 
complete the marking of this the most 
important battle of the late war.

Value of Winter Crops. 


Tttey l*UUx« the Growing S«a«on Lat« i 


Crops grow while tbe farmers sleep 


for Xature never tires, and work is 
being done at all seasons in some man 
ner. Farmers have been accustomed to 
regard the winter season as an unprofit- 
able portion of the year, as plant gtowth 
ceases and the earth is sealed by the 
frost until spring. Nevertheless, there 
is something occurring in tbe soil, even 
during the severest period of the year 
and in a manner which may not be no 
ticed. Changes are constantly occurring 
in the soil, and the roots of plants ac 
mysteriously, performing duties tha 
apparently have no connection with tb 
plants, yet are within the lines pertain 
ing to their kind and according to cir 
cumstances and 
conditions. 
While 


many of the processes which occur in 
the soil are not fully understood, ye 
there is always evidence that changes 
are taking place, and that results are 
obtained from causes which do not mani 
feat themselves to the inexperienced, or 
until the solution of some problem con 
nected therewith, unfolds that whicl 
was unknown. 


Growth may occur in a plant by stor 


age of food within the roots, and by en 
largementof the roots, without the mani 
featation of increase on -the surface ol 
the ground. That is, the plants in win 
ter taay not increase the length of the 
stalks and leaves, but may be making 
preparation far down below the reach o 
the frost. The clover plant, and especial 
ly the new scarlet (or crimson) clove- 
is an example of the capacity of som< 
plants to utilize portions of the winter 
season. It makes wonderful growth in 
the fall, and does not cease growing nn 
til the ground is quite cold, and it- also 
shoots off early in the spring before 
some other plants have shaken off the 
frost. Its ability to spring right oft on 
the first approach of warmth shows thai 
there has been a storage of plant food 
in the roots (though not in large quan 
tity, and performed slowly), to give tbe 
plants an early start. This may be 
claimed in favor of some other plants 
which also utilize the growing season 
lats and early. 


When plants grow rapidly in the fall. 


and cover the ground, they do not so 
readily suffer from alternate freezing 
and thawing, as the roots secure a hole 
deep in the earth, aud the plants afforc 
a initial mulch. There is less loss o! 
soluble material being carried sway by 
the rains, and on warm, sandy soils the 
process of chemical action occurs, even 
if to only a slight extent, but during 
UM long period of winter a sufficient 
change occurs to be of service to the 
plants. Hence, while no upward growth 
is apparent, there is a preparatory pro- 
cess which hastens the growth" on the 
first approach of spring. Ground that is 
occupied with winter crops, therefore, is 
utilized to the test advantage, because 
the crops can be gotten out of the way 
during the growing season to permit 01 
a late crop of some kind, and because 
the land would otherwise be idle.— 
1'ltt'n. Record. 


Tree Planting- in the Fall. 


For many trees the fall is an excellent 


time to plant, especially when the plant- 
ing is well done, and the trees made 
secure, that they will not be blown about 
during the winter. Observations during 
many years, in which trees of all kinds 
and in great quantities have been under 
supervision, lead me to -the conclusion 
taat in a general way it makes little dif 
ference whether the planting of decid 
uous trees be done in fall or spring. It 
is the practice of large planters in this 
city to commence setting out trees in 
September, and continue the work often 
far into November. 
I prefer early 


planting myself, and wound rather planl 
early in October than late in Xovemter 
as a matter of choice. It is au error to 
suppose that the leaves must fall nat 
urally before the planting can proceed 
The work of the leaves is over for weeks, 
before they fall, At this writing, frost 
has uestfoyed the leaves of paulownias, 
and if I had stripped tbe leaves a week 
or two earlier it would have made no 
difference to the trees. If the leaves are 
not off they are stripped off, and plant- 
ing proceeded with. 


Among trees which planters Uo not 


transplant in the fall a>e magnolias and 
tulip trees. These are fleshy rooted, and 
though occasionally those fall planted 
survive, failure nearly always results 
from such wotk, as is the case with all 
other fleshy rooted trees and shrubs. 
Spring is the time for them. Such trees 
and shrubs as the larch, willow and the 
hawthorn and Pyrttsjaponica, as well as 
all other kiiids which push into leaf 
early, should be fall planted. 
Spring 


will answer for the work, but as the 
first warm days of spring bring out the 
buds it is better to be on tbe safe side 
and plant in the fall. 


Many trees, among which are hickories, 


most of the oaks, blackwalnut, beech 
sweet gum and sour gum, are considered 
hard to transplant. 
Hickories are es- 


pecially so. 
Unless previously trans- 


planted, it is almost useless to attempt 
it with trees over three or four feet in 
height. The only hope for them lies in 
heavy pruning, that will take away al- 
most all the branches. Even when once 
or twice transplanted, and with good 
roots, such trees should be closely prun- 
ed. Such well-pruned trees will grow. 


There are some trees which transplant 


fairly well even with few roots. Take, 
for instance, the pear and the apple. I 
have seen hundreds of tbese sent out 
from nurseries with but two or three 
prong-like roots, and yet flourish well 
when planted. It would seem, there- 
fore, that while aiming to get all the 
roots possible to a tree, we must not 
reject every one that has few. Just 
what kinds must have a good supply of 
roots, and what will get along with few, 
can only be known from experience, and 
I am telling what I know of the subject, 
so far as a short article like this will 
permit me. 


Of weeping trees, the weeping dog- 


wood and the weeping beech are the 
better for pruning. 
The dog-wood 


usually lives even when unprnned, but 
when cut in a little its recovery is much 
more rapid, and this applies to all the 
sorts of Cornus florida. Weeping beech 
is a most beautiful tree when shapely 
and in a thriving state. 
But, like all 


beeches, it must be well pruned. This 
necessity is really luckily required, for 
an unpruned weeping beech is not al- 
ways tbe pretty object it might be. 
As is generally known, the weeping, 
blood-leaved and fern leaved beeches 
are all grafted on the one stock, 
generally 
the 
common 
European 


beech. Though all on the same stock, 
tbe fern leaved is much harder to trans- 
plant than «ny others, and to many this 
it puzzling. Nurserymen account for it 
by recognizing the faot that fern-leaved 
beeches are exceedingly twiggy, carry- 
lux t*° or throe times tbe quantity of 
top that any of the others do. To sup- 
ply it with sap ia too much work for the 
loot*. The remedy is to prone them in,

that the roots have no more top to sup- 
ply than the other kinds have to do. 


Evergreens should not be planted late 


in the fall, except such fibrous-rooted 
kinds as arborvitscs, retinosporas and 
hemlock, which from frequent trans- 
plantings can be moved with balls of 
earth to them. It they have such balls, 
they are hardly different from plants in 
pots. But in the case of pines or other 
kinds with no ball of earth, it cannot be 
expected that they will grow. There is 
a mass of foliage exposed to the winds 
of winter, and nothing below the ground 
in a position to make good the great 
evaporation going on. Spriug will be 
better for them. 


As a rule vines do bettei in tlie spring, 


especially clematis. It is not altogether 
that they will not survive, but rather 
that the slender stems run so many risks 
in winter, from being broken off, &c., as 
they have not had a chance to grow and 
cling to anything. 


Planting trees is tetter done on a dry 


day than on a wet. In fact, it should 
never be done on a wet one. The soil to 
be worked in about the roots should be 
fine, that it may be pressed in tightly 
close to the roots. When wetand lumpy 
this cannot be done. As each spadeful 
is thrown in, it should be tramped in, 
the point being to have every root (irmly 
encased in soil. At this season of the 
year watering will rarely be necessary. 
The earth is moist enough, and with 
firmly pressed earth close to the roots, a 
sufficient supply can be obtained. Stake 
all trees that will be likely to be blown 
out of place, or mound up earth about 
them for the winter, to be removed in 
spring.— Joseph Meehan, of German- 
town, in Country Gentleman.

Short Practical Notes. 


OUR domesticated animals seem to 


be all font! of wheat, though they IT 
not used to it. It is relished tiest in the 
form of coarse meal, and it is then in a 
condition to be attacked by the digestive 
processes, whether thoroughly masticat- 
ed or not, and it gives the best results. 
When too fine it is pasty, and not so 
readily eaten. 


ENOUGH of the old prpjudice remains 


to prevent the full appreciation o£ pure- 
bred animals. It seems easier to go on 
breeding to tbe cheap sire, and to buy 
one of the cheaper kinds, the way times 
are, and thus cheap stock is raised to 
sell cheap; but the pure-bred colts and 
cattle eat no more aud sell for double 
the price. 


A POULTRY writer says that the dual 


bath is not merely a matter of fanciful 
benefit to the fowl. It is the same to 
them as a water bath to the human bi- 
ped, and more, f.iritnot only helps to 
free their plumage from dirt, but dis- 
lodges insect enemies from their skins. 
Their appreciation of its value is suf- 
flciently attested by the use they make 
of it when they have the chance. 


AN exchange thinks there are reasons 


for believing that good marketable cattle 
will be scarcer during the next year or 
two than they have been, and from the 
way young cattle have been marketed 
recently, driven in by the drought and 
prospects of a short corn crop, a marked 
shortage may occur within the next 
year or two. 


AN exchange says : The experiment 


station attached to one of the Stale 
universities is at present considering tlie 
propriety of evolving a type of coach 
horse distinctly American and superior 
to the kindred breeds of Europe. It is 
proposed to select a few largo trotting 
mares, with the desired conformation 
and action, and a stallion of a similar 
build and gait and possessed of a good 
measure of speed, and it will not take 
long to produce and establish such 11 
valuable type of coach horses. 


THE man who merely selects his seed 


from the best ears in his bin makes a 
mistake, for the ears lie selects may be 
from the less prolific stalks. Seed corn 
should always be chosen in the field, and 
the lower ear from the stalks which bear 
two taken. 


WHEN a calf is drinking milk it should 


be fed slowly and with intervaa ot rest, 
and cold milk should never be given, as 
this chills the stomach and provokes 
indigestion. If it becomes gorged, give 
a little soda, following with little raw 
linseed or caster oil. 


IN. breeding to improve sheep, two 


itema must be kept in view; one is the 
carcass or form, and the other is the 
fleece or wool; and neither should be 
improved without carefully considering 
the other. Neither can receive too much 
attention, if in caring for it the other is 
not neglected. 


MANY farmers have yet to learn that 


the better grades of stock pay them bet- 
ter in the end. The same feed and care 
necessary to keepa scrub alive will often 
Seep a good animal in ii thrifty condi- 
tion. The one will pay for its feed and 
something over, while the other will 
prove a loss. 


WHY so much pasture land 'i K.ilher 


make two better blades grow where one 
grew before. A few acres wisely put in 
will soon make us appreciate their ca- 
pacity. We waste land beyond reiison, 
and should have our pastures rich rather 
than large, and this should be given to 
better stock at the sacrifice of our in 
ferior cattle in numbers. 


IN nearly all cases there should be 


convenient pasture connected with the 
sheep's winter quarters, and it is not i 
;ood plan to confine the ewes too closely 
they need opportunity for exercise, and ; 
;ood plan of management is to open the 
doors wide, at least during the day, s< 
they can run in and out at their pleasure 


TJIE high price of oats will doubtless 


iCadtoa larger seeding witli this croi 
another year. It is not likely, however 
.hat oats will ever be so cheap as the\ 
have been in years past.

oats than in any other grain sold on the 
market. 


To protect pear, plum and cherry trees
